“The 
question of food here is a very serious 
one mid the action of the transportation . 
companies is causing much friction. 
I 
ase my best endeavors to reconcile all 
differences peaceably and get all peoplo 
who are without provisions down to 
Fort Yukon as soon as possible, where 
there is an abundance of food. 
I learn 
that while food is scarce in Dawson City 
the miners in the outlying camps are 
fairly well supplied. 
“There arc fabulous stories being cir­ 
culated aud will be published about tho j 
priei s paid for food. 
I have verified in­ 
stances where $100 was paid for 50 
pounds of flour, but such cast's are ran*. 
were outride deals, aud not the prevail­ 
ing price 
“ At the present time neither of the 
transportation companies will transport 
a pound of freight for other traders or 
private parties, forcing all pc *ple com­ 
ing into the territory to be wholly de­ 
pendent upon their stores for their sup­ 
plies at their prices 
A large majority 
of the people now here are peaceable 
and law abiding, but in the absence of 
any per-on of auth* n t y to appeal to for 
the settlement of many difference* that 
an- constantly arising they are com­ 
pelled to act outside of the law and 
when influenc'd by invasion, prejudice 
or liquor, will commit acts that jeopard­ 
ise great financial interests and from 
which there ca a be no appeal. 
“ Miners complain that they connot 
perfect wit title to their mines, owing 
to the absence of any land office.

departments are sending oat commis­ 
sioners, receivers aud registers who can­ 
not qualify for obvious reasons, the 
pnnciim! one is that there is not an of­ 
ficial qualified to administer an oath 
within 1,000 miles of this place.* A 
commissioner is powerless as he lias no 
power to enforce his decisions.

ID.—The war de­ 
partment has matin public Ute advices 
received from Captain P. H. Ray of the 
Eighth infantry, who was wilt to Alas­ 
ka to report on condition* in the mining 
country. 
Tho report, in part, shows a 
very serious state of affairs; that trem­ 
ble is threatened at various places and 
that there is serious danger at some 
points of lack of food, owing iii a large 
measure to the failure of tim t raicqxirta- 
tioa companies to get iu sufficient sup­ 
plies. 
Un the food question he says: 
"Tile 
question of food bere is a very serious 
one aud the action of the transportation 
ooni|Ktuic4 is causing much friction. 
I 
ase my best endeavors to reconcile all 
differences peaceably and get all peoplo 
who are without provisions down to 
Fort Ytikou as soon as possible, where 
there ta an abundance of food, 
I learn 
that while food is scarce in Dawson City 
the miners in the outlying crimp* axe 
fairly well supplant 
"There arc fabulous stories being cir­ 
culated aud will be published about tho 
price s paid for food. 
I have verified in­ 
stances where $100 was paid for 50 
pounds of flour, but such cases are rare, 
were outside deals, aud not the prevail­ 
ing price. 
"At the present time neither of the 
transportation companies will transport 
a pound of freight foe other Graders or 
private parties, forcing all people com­ 
ing into the territory to be wholly de­ 
pendent upon their stores for their sup­ 
plies at their places. 
A large majority 
of tim people now here are peaceable 
and law abiding, but in the absence' of 
any per-on of auth mty to appeal to for 
the settlement of many difference* that 
are constantly arising they are com­ 
pelled to act outride cd tike law and 
when influenced by |«asskm, prejudice 
or liquor, will rom rn it acts that jeopard­ 
ise great financial interests and from 
which there can be no appeal. 
"Miners complain that they con not 
perfect any title to their mines, owing 
to the abeence of any land office. 
The 
departments are sending oat commis­ 
sioners, receivers and registers who can­ 
not qualify for obvious reasons, the 
principal one is that there is not an of­ 
ficial qualified to administer an oath 
within 1,000 miles of this place.* A 
ccm into*!oner is powerless as he lias no 
power to enforce his derision*. 
Captain Ray says that the transporta­ 
tion companies have utterly failed to 
kerp promises made to passengers, that 
of 846 people landed at St. Michael des­ 
tined far Circle City and above, it 
reached their destination, the balance 
being stranded between Circle City and 
St. Michael*, mr having returned to the 
staten. 
"There has been.'' he adds, "less than 
2,000 tons of freight all told delivered 
above Fort Yukon, and there is now ly­ 
ing at that point 500 tons of provisions 
aud liquor cached by the steamers that 
coaid not get over the flat*. 
"I am also well satisfied that much 
more could be accomplished if the em­ 
ploy us of the trull sports ti on companies 
devoted less time to personal traffic. 
From what I have kerned from mine 
owners and prospectors I am tally satis­ 
fied that the greater peri of the gold- 
belt lies in our territory, along the 
range known as Hie Upper Ramparts.
